“I had a teamster once in my em- 
ploy—poor Hank France.

He was 
n the habit of carrying nitro-glycer- 
ine to any well where | wanted to use 
it, and he and his companion, _ Warren 
Jack, actually got so reckless in hand- 
ling the stuff that the other help I had 
would not stay at work when they 
knew Hank was coming in with gly 
cerine, but went to a safe distance 
until he had deposited the explosive 
they required, and had gone away. 

“Hank and Warren actually used to 
unload the stuff the same as 
they would a lot of bricks, Hank 
standing in the wagon and throwing a 
can to Warren some feet away, and 
Warren catching it and placing it on 
the ground in time to catch the next 
one that Hank tossed him. As it 
takes a man with a good set of nerves 
to even ride in a wagon when he 
knows there is nitro-glycerine under 
the seat, this manner of handling a 
compound that the slightest jar fre 
quently explodes, will give you an idea 
of the sort of nerve these two men had. 
Each one knew that if Warren hap- 
pened to miss catching a can, there 
would not be enough left of them to 
cover the bottom of a snuff-box, but 
hey had the daring to take the 
chances.

The Romance of Indian Corn. 

Comparatively few even of those to 
whom corn is one of the most common 
of all objects, and w are in the 
habit of handling more or less of that 
noble grain every day, know how ro- 
mantic a history it has. While there 
is no question as to its antiquity, there 
is much doubt about the place of its 
origin. It has been found in the tomts 
and ruins of South“ America, in the 
caves of Arizona, and inthe mounds 
of Utah. The Smithsonian Institute 
has an ear of corn found in the tomb 
of a mummy, near Ariquipi, Peru, and 
Darwin mentions the head of a stalk 
found imbedded in a sea-drift eighty- 
five feet above the levelof the sew 
Petrified stalks and ears were 
found, perfect in appearance, in work- 
ing a stone quarry near Lu. Prairie, in 
Illinois, Inaneat and useful little 
manual, issued by J. C. Vaughan, it 
is said that those who claim Asia for 
the originalhome of maize, point to 
the representation of the plant found 
in an ancient Chinese book in the Roy- 
al Library in Paris, and tell of the 
grain being found in cellars of ancient 
houses in Athens. Rifaud speaks of

Leviticus, xxiii, 14: “And ye shall 
eat neither bread nor parched corn, 
nor green ears, until the sélf same day 
that ye have brought an offering unto 
your God.” Genesis, xxxxi., 5 (con- 
cerning Pharaoh's second dream): 
“And he slept andjdreamed the second 
time; and behold, seven ears of corn 
came up upon one stalk, rank and 
good.” Job, xxiv., 24, says the wicked 
are “cut off as the tops of the ears of 
corn.” 

An unimpeachable history of Indian 
corn can never be written, as the sub- 
ject is fullof counterfacts, contradic_ 
tions and speculations. Learned au. 
thorities, both early and late, have 
differed as to its origin—some claim- 
ing it a native ofAsia,cthers of Ameri 
ca.

If any 
number be multiplied by 9, the sum o¢ 
the digits or figures of the product 
will be divisible by 9. Nine times 43,- 
780,135 is 394,021,215; the sum of the 
digits of this product is 27, a multiple 
of 9. If a number be subtracted from 
another having the same digits in a 
different order and one of the digits of 
the remainder erased, it can be found 
in the following manner: Add to- 
gether the figures of the remainder 
that are left, divide the sum by 9, sub- 
tract the figure that remains after di- 
viding by 9, from 9, and the last re_ 
mainder will be the digit or figure 
sought. If there was DO remainder ‘ 
or 9 was erased. 

Ask some one to write down a num- 
ber and subtract from it another com- 
posed of the same digits in a different 
order, without letting you see either of 
them. Tell him you want all the fig- 
ures of the remainder but one By 
the above rule you cam soon tind the 
figure you have not seen.

FLYING MACHIVES, 


Bill Nye Giances Critically at these 
Mechanical Birds. 

A long and exhaustive examination 
of the history of flying machines ena- 
bles me to give briefly some of the 
main points of a few for the benefit of 
those who may be interestedin this 
science. 

A Frenchman invented a flying ma- 
chine, or dofunny, as we _ scientists 
it, in 1600 and something, whereby he 
could sail down from the woodshed 
and not break his neck. He could not 
rise from the ground like a lark and 
trill a few notes as he skimmed 
through the sky, but he could fall off 
an ordinary haystack like a setting 
hen, with the aid of his wings. His 
hame was Besnier, 

One hundred and twenty-five years 
after that a prisoner at Vienna named 
Jacob Dageu, told. the jailer that he 
could fly. The jailer seemed incredu- 
lous, and so Jake constructed a pair of 
double-barrel umbrellas, that worked 
by hand, and fluttered with this ma- 
chine into the air fifty feet. He came 
down inadirect lineand in so doing 
ran one of the umbrellas through his 
thorax. Lam gladitis notthe cus- 
tom now to wear an umbrella in the 
thorax. 

In England during the ptesent cen- 
tury several inventors produced flying 
machines, but in an evil hour agreed 
to rise on them themselves, and so 
they died from their injuries. Some 
came down on top of the machines, 
while others preceded their inventions 
by a few feet, but the result was the 
same. The invention of flying ma- 
chines has always been handicapped, 
as it were, by this fact. Men invent 
a flying machine and then try to ride 
it and show it off, and thus they are 
prevented by death from perfecting 
their rolling stock, and securing their 
right of way. 

In 1842 Mr. William Henderson got 
out a “two-propeller”’ machine, and 
tried to incorporate a company to util- 
ize it for the purpose of carrying let- 
ters, running errands, driving home 
the cows, lighting the northern lights, 
and skimfming the cream off the milky 
way, but it didn’t seem to compete 
very successfully with other modes of 
travel, and so Mr. Henderson wrapped 
it up inan old tent and putit away 
in the hayimow. 

In 1853 Mr. J. H. Johnson patented 
a balloon and parachute dingus, which 
worked on the principle of a duck’s 
foot in the mud. I use scientific terms 
because Iam unable to express myself 
in the common language of the vulgar 
herd. This machine had a tail which, 
under great excitement, it would 
throw over the dash-board,as it bound- 

d through the air. ’ 


Probably the biggest thing in its 
way under this head was the revival of 
flying under the presidency of theDuke 
of Argyle, the society being called the 
Great Britian wronautical society. 
This society made some valuable cal- 
culations, adding much to our sciep- 
tific knowledge, and filling, London 
with cripples. 

In 1869 Mr, Joseph T. Kaufman in- 
vented and turned loose upon the peo- 
ple of Glasgow an infernal machine ia- 
tended tosoar considerably in a quiet 
kind of a way, and ~to be propelled by 
steam. It looked like the bird knuwn 
in ornithology as the “flyupthecrick,” 
and had an air-brake, patent coupler, 
buffer and platform. It was intended 
to hold two men on ice and a rosewood 
casket with silver handles, It was 
mounted on wheels, and as it did not 
seem to skim through the air very 
much, the people of Glasgow hitched 
a clothes-line to it and used it for a 
band wagor. 

Rufus Porter invented an wrialdew 
dad ten years ago in Connecticut 
where so many crimes have been com. 
mitted since Mark Twain moved there, 
This was called the “#roport,” and was 
worked by springs connected with 
propellers. A saloon was suspended 
beneath it, I presume, on the princi- 
ple that when a man is intoxicated he 
weighs a pound less. This machine 
floated around the rotunda of the 
Merchants’ exchange,in New York 
city, eleven times, like ahen with he 
head cut off, but has not been on the 
wing much since then. 


Other flying machines have been in- 
vented, butthe air is not peopled with 
them as I write. Most of them have 
folded their pinions and sought the 
seclusion of the hen-house. Itis to 
be hoped that very soon some such ma- 
chine will be perfected whereby. a man 
may flit from the fifth story window 
of the Grand Pacific hotel in Chicago 
to Montreal before breakfast, leaving 
nothing in the room but the furniture 
and his kind regards. Such an inven- 
tion would be hailed with mach joy, 
and the sale wonld be enormous, Now, 
however, the matter is still in its in- 
fancy.

PUBLIC OFFICERS. 

The manner and bearing ofa 
public officer should always be 
courteous and polite, for the public 
service is generally measured by 
its agents, and officials can make 
an administration popular or bring 
it into contempt and bad repute 
by their insolent bearing and un- 
gentlemanly manner towards those 
whom they have business with. 
The latter 1s the trouble with Mr. 
John H. Brooks, trastee of public 
schools, who, either by his length 
ot service or natural disposition, 
assumes a dictatorial relationship 
with those identified with him or 
having business relating to the 
schools, which is in the highest de- 
gree offensive and at times almost 
unbearable. The method of his 
raannerism consists in presenting 
a veneered front when dealing 
with superiors, and giving vent to 
his feelings upon some unfortunate 
teacher or poor devil of janitor. 
It is not expected of the Honora- 
ble Commissioners that they should 
follow and examine into the per- 
sonality of their appointees, but 
the responsibility of license to con- 
tinue their radeness and worse rest 
with them by perpetuating them 
in Office, after having their atten- 
tion called to it. The present 
school year Mr. Brooks has outdone 
himself, perhaps it is because he 
stated early in the year that he did 
not intend to serve again as trustee, 
aud was therefore regardless of 
consequences. , As he has changed 
his mind it is to be hoped that the 
Ifon. Commissioners will grant 
him a respite from the responsible 
and laborious daties of echool trus- 
teeship by appointing a gentleman 
who has some regard for the feel- 
ings of the colored people of the 


District. 


SCHOOL TRUSTEES. 

The citizens of the Eighth school 
division in asking for a resident 
schoo] trustee are simply doing 
what the white citizens did in the 
case of Warner vs Birney. General 
Birney living in the county, was as- 
signed to the Second school dis- 
trict. The citizens ofthe second dis- 
trict protested against the assign- 
ment and asked for Mr. Warner, 
who was a resident of their 
district. Their wishes were respect- 
ed and the change mvude. If the 
white citizens of the Second school 
district deemed a resident trustee 
an advantage to their school inter- 
est, we fail to see that a like bene- 
fit will not accrue to the Cold?ted 
citizens of the Eighth division. 


OUR SCHOOLS. 


The. colored schools of Wash- 
ington are very dear to the 
colored people, for it is through 
them that a bright hope for the 
future success of our youth is held 
forth. Wetherefore get impatient 
when we see men using a tempora- 
ry, and in some cases accidental 
lease of power against the best of 
education. The trnsteeship of our 
public schools should mean more 
than an opportunity to appoint 
some one as teacher without being 
duly qualified, and the removal of 
worthy teachers to gratify the 
personal spleen of a trustee who 
dislike some of their friends. We 
were in hopes that such condition 
of aftairs had passed away, but we 
regret to learn that there still ex- 
ists amung the colored members of 
the board that spirit of intolerance 
which forbids a teacher to be 
friendly with any one who crilicis- 
es the official acts of a trustee, at 
the risk of not dismissal, tor that 
would entitle an inquiry, but of 
not being re-appointed. 

The fact of the matter, as far as 
the colored schools are concerned, 
is there is too much personal gov- 
ernment, and _ the trustees 
allow too many personal matters 
to intrude into their official duties. 
It is not a question with them as 
to a teachers faithfulness aud com- 
petency, but whether she or they 
are friendly to those who differ 
with the trustees as to their man- 
agement. We are satisfied that 
the Hon. Commissioners are 
not aware of this condition of af- 
fairs, and we take this opportuni- 
ty of calling their attention to a 
system of espionage and tyranny 
existing in the Colored schools 
which has no parallel in the coun- 
try. This state of affairs does not 
exist in the white schools, for 
the trustees are above such petty 
and mean practices, and ‘besides 
they have a superintendent who 
is something more than putty in 
the hands of the trustees. The 
colored schools are drifting away 
.from the advanced position held 
by them, and unless the Honora- 
ble Commissioners turn their at- 
tention to the inside workings of 
these schools, and depend less up- 
on those whose interest it is 
to make rose-colored statements, 
they will have saddled upon their 
administration the failure of the 
colored schools of Washington.

MR. JOHN I. BROOKS. 


This gentleman is one of our 
eminently respectable and aristo. 
cratic West-Enders, who is under- 
stood to be alittle ambitious in 
his own notions, and a good deal 
despotic towards those who hap- 
pen to be under his power. Some 
people are uncharitable enough to 
think that he is willing to crowd 
out the school children in order to 
make room tor spacious head- 
quarters for himself and his 
school superintendent. He keeps 
this superintendent all to 
himself, andin fact this 
spacious headquarters at the Sum- 
ner Building seems to be kept up 
chiefly for bis glorification. It is 
located in the finest school-room in 
the building, and has crowded into 
the streets to make room for it,sixty 
school children. But then ‘this 
was necessary toshow off his impor- 
tance, and the children had to go. 
Over at the Franklin Building, 
where all the general business of 
the schools is transacted, they are 
content to occupy a room over the 
entrance hall-way, and leave the 
school-rooms for the children, But

then their notions are not so high 


and mighty as Mr. Brooks’. ‘They 
have adopted the plan to look after 
the school children first, and let the 
officials wait. Mr. Brooks takes 
the other view. He and his sup- 
erintendent must have palatal 
quarters, whether the children are 
provided for or not. By the way, 
what would beeome of the echools 
if Mr. Brooks, which may Heaven 
prevent, should happen to die? 
wouldn’t they go to the “demni- 
tion bow-wow”™ in short order? 
It 1s really oppressive to think that 
the great interest of public educa- 
tion should be suspended on the 
slender thread of a single life. But 
then there are some things the peo- 
ple have to stand,any how. They 
have had to stand Brooks. After 
that they can stand most anything.

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The school bgard, upon the rec- 
ormenudation of the colored trus- 
tee, J. H. Brooks,took a new depar- 
ture at their meeting Tuesday last 
in appointing two gentlemen to 
positions in the colored High 
School. The Bre has always fav- 
ored, all things equal, the placing 
of males in charge of the large 
school buildings, and while the ac- 
tion of the board was in harmony 
with the views of the Bes, it 1s to 
be deeply regretted that the change 
was not brought about without 
summ arily deposing of Miss M. J. 
Patterson, the lady who for 12 
years has filled most acceptably 
the responsible position of princi- 
pal. Surely the colored schools 
are nut so heavily weighted? with 
good teachers that Mr. Brooks can 
afford to thrust thus abruptly out 
of the schools a lady who is regard- 
ed as the brainiest teacher in the 
corps. The reason assigned by Mr. 
Brooks for her removal that she 
criticized his appointment, will not 
satisfy parents who believe in hav- 
ing good teachers for their chil- 
dren, and only goes to prove the 
charges made against Mr. brooks 
of exercing a espionage and tyran- 
ny over the teachers that has no 
parallel outside of the colored 
echools of Washington. The trou- 
ble with the colared schools is too 
much -persenal governmeut based 
upon likes and dislikes. No mat- 
ter how faithful a teacher may be 
in the performance of her duties, 
she is in perpetual dread of her 
position by reason of some fancied 
slight or thin skinicism on the 
part of a trustee; in fact, if a lady 
under the present management of 
the colored schools, has mind 
enough to entertain an independ- 
ent opinion , she is marked for dis- 
missal at the first opportunity. 
The time for that condition of af- 
fairs should end, and the colored 
people look to Commissioners Ed- 
munds, West and Lydecker to re- 
lieve them of this oppression by 
appointing a trustee in place of 
Mr. Brooks, who is so full of bitter 
prejudices as to visit upon the 
head of unoffending ladies the 
spite and hate entertained by him 
tor some of their male friends, 
who he is too cowardly to attack, 
and thus revenge himself in a man- 
y (?) Way upon a woman . 


Mr. Perry Carson has returned 
from Maine, and says that he in- 
tends to havea ratification meet- 
ing and torch-light procession that 
will surpass any that has ever 
taken place in the District of Co- 
lumbia.

LOGAN IS NOTIFIED. 


HE ACCEPTS THE NOMINATION FOR 
THE VICE-PRESIDENCY. 


GEN. HENDERSON TELLS HIM THAT 
HE WAS NOMINATED WITHOUT OP- 
POSITION AND WITH GREAT EN- 
THUSIASM—GEN. LOGAN SAYS 
HE ACCEPTS THE NOMINA- 

TION AS A TRUST. 


Gen. John A. Logan and Mrs. Logan were 
awaiting the visit in their private parlor when 
the committee appointed by the Chicago con- 
vention to notify the former of his nomination 
to the vice-presidency by the Republican party 
made its appearance at one o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon. The delegation was headed by 
Gen. John B. Henderson of Missduri, chair- 
man. The other members present were Hop. 
George W. Baker, Indiana; George R. Davis, 
Illinois; George Goodloe, Kentucky; W. B. 
Merghant, Louisiana; J. McPherson Scott, 
Maryland; Hon. Julius C. Burrows, Michigan; 
Hon Jno. R. Lynch, Mississippi; Church Howe, 
Nebraska; C.S. Young, Nevada; Hon. William 
Walter Phelps, New Jersey; O. M. Denny, Ore- 
gon; W. W. Cuney, Texas; Samuel M. Yost, 
Virginia; Mr, Thompson, west Virginia; A. H. 
Stebbins, Arizona; Perry H. Carson, District of 
Columbia; Capt. George D. Hill, U. 8. A., 
washington Territory; W. Meldrum, wyom- 
ing; F. W. Crocker, California; George Tarver, 
Alabama; Washington Hastings, Delaware: 
and w. G. stewart, Florida. Mr. Meldrum had 
been elected secretary at a meeting held in the 
Arlington pariors, where the address of Gen. 
Henderson was submitted to and approved by 
the comm |ttee. 

Arrived at the house, Gen. Henderson, afte, 
having introduced the members of the com- 
mittee to Gen. and Mrs Logan, delivered the 
following address: 

SENATOR LOGAN: Thegentiemen present con- 
stitute a eommittee of the Republican conven - 
tion recently assembied at Chicago, charged 
with the duty of communicating to you the 
forma! notice of your nomination by that con- 
vention asa candidate for Vice-president of the 
United States. You are not unaware of the 
fact that your name was presented to the con- 
vention and urged by a large number of the 
delegates as a candidate for President. So 
soon, however, as it became apparent that Mr 
Blaine, your colleague on the ticket, was the 
choice of the party for that high office, your 
friends, with those of other competitors, 
promptly yielded their individual! preferences 
to the manifest wish of the majority. In 
tendering you this nomination we are able to 
assure you it was made without opposition 
and with an enthusiasm seldom witnessed in 
the history of nominating conventions. 

we are gratified to know that in a career of 
great usefulness and distinction you have most 
efficiently aided in the enactment of those 
measures of legisiation and of constitutional 
reform in which the convention found special 
cause for party congratulation. The principles 
enunciated in the platform adopted will be 
recognized by you as the same which have so 
long governed and controlled your political 
conduct. The pledges made by the party find 
guarantee of performance in the fidelity with 
which you have heretofore discharged every 
trust confided to your keeping. 

In your election the people of this country 
will furnish new proof of the excellency of our 
institutions. without wealth, without help 
from others, without any resources except 
those of heart, conscience, intellect, energy, 
and courage, you have won a high place in 
the world’s history and secured the confidence 
and affections of your countrymen.

Itender you my thanks, Mr. Chairman, for 
the kind expression you have made, and I 
offer you and your feow-committeemen my 
most cordial gfeeting.

BLAINE NOTIFIED. 

Mis Acceptance of the Republicas 
Presicential Nomination. 


James G. Blaine received at his hone 
in Augusta, Me., formal and official notifica- 
tion that he ix the nominee of the Republican 
party for the presidency. The committee ap- 
pointed by the national convention of one 
from each State and Territory waited upon 


him at his house about Il o'clock a.m. After 
the committee had been introduced to Mr. 
Biaine and his family, the entire party pro- 
ceeded to the lawn in front of the 
house, where Chairman Henderson, of 
Missouri, Jate presiding officer at the 
national convention, in a laudatory speech 
officially notified Mr. Blaine of his nomina- 
tion. Mr. Biainc read a speech in reply as 
follows: 

“T receive, not without deep sensibility 
your official notice of the action of the na- 
tional convention already brought to my 
knowledge through the public press. I appre- 
ciate more profoundly than I can express the 
honor which is implied in the nomination for 


the presidency by the Republican party of 
the “nation, speaking through the au- 
thoritative vomwe of duly accredited 


delegates. To be selected asa candidate 
by such an assemblage, from the list of 
eminent statesmen whose names were pre- 
sented, fills me with embarrassment. 1 can 
only express my gratitude for so signal an 
honor, and my desire to prove worthy of the 
great trust reposed in me. In accepting the 
nomination,.as | now do, lam impressed—l!

Ten‘years ago neither India, Aus 
tralia nor the Argentine.

We are becoming a great cheese and 
butter-eatang nation. The home con- 
sumption of these two articles of diet 
has inereased in a greater ratio than 
any other food. Cheese, like meat, is 
musecle-producing, and is very nutri- 
tious to.people who have stomachs to 
digest it. People in southern .Europe 
can live on cheese with an onion and 
a litthe macaroni. Time was when 
our butter ahd-eheese were very poor 
compared to thosé iu eértain parts of 
Europe. But our creameries and 
cheese faetories now turn out an arti- 
cle far better than the average of that 
produced in Europe, 


Shall we paint our statues? Yes 
says Professor Treu, the director of 
the Dresden collections of antiquiti 
He has recently published a pamphlet, 
in which he expresses the opinion that 
the attempt should be made to supply 
marble, bronze and ivory statuary 
with colored costume.
